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DEPARTMENTAL  MEMORANDUM. 


The  following  List  of  Medicines,  Surgical  Instruments, 
Surgical  Materials,  Medical  Comforts,  Hospital  Stores,  and 
Means  for  the  Conveyance  of  Sick  and  Wounded,  is  furnished 
to  enable  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Army  in  Turkey — 

1st.  To  ascertain  the  provision  which  has  been  made  to 
meet  the  wants  of  sick  and  wounded,  and  the  materiel 
which  is,  with  the  Array,  available  for  that  purpose. 

2ndly,  To  report  to  me,  through  the  Inspector- General 
of  Hospitals,  what  other  articles,  if  any,  may  be  advanta- 
geously added  to  the  supplies  which  have  been  forwarded. 

Special  attention  is  requested  to  the  Carts  and  "Wag- 
gons which  have  been  furnished  for  the  conveyance  of 
sick  and  wounded.  No  doubt  many  defects  will  be  dis- 
covered in  both  ;  therefore  the  Medical  Officers  servins: 
with  the  Army  will,  in  all  probability,  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  improving  upon  appliances  that  are  known 
theoretically  only  to  the  British  Army,  though  practically  to 
the  French  since  179ii,  when  a  supply  of  light  waggons, 
accompanied  by  a  Corps  of  Disciplined  Attendants,  were 
sent  into  the  field  on  the  recommendation  of  the  late 
renowned  Baron  Lan-y.    But  notwithstanding  the  French 
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have  UBed  so  long  what  we  are  now  only  beginning  *  to 
employ,  still  there  is  reason  to  believe  much  must  yet 
be  effected  before  we  shall  be  able  to  consider  the  object 
in  view  to  have  been  satisfactorily  attained. 

Medical  Officers  will,  therefore,  be  pleased  to  report, 
through  the  Inspector-General  of  Hospitals,  whatever  defects 
they  may  discover  in  the  vehicles  which  have  now  been 
supplied;  and  also  suggest  wliatever  alterations,  additions, 
&c.,  they  may  think  calculated  to  render  them  more  suitable 
and  efficient.

I  feel  it  imperative  on  me  to  state  this  fact,  and  further  to  record  tJiat  the 
army  now  in  Turkey,  which  Her  Majestj"s  Government  has  permitted  me  to 
supply  in  the  most  liberal  maimer  with  everj'thing  likely  to  prove  advan- 
tageous to  the  interests  of  such  sick  and  wounded  as  may  occm-,  has  actually 
been  furnished  with  many  of  the  most  important  articles  at  the  recommenda- 
tion of  my  venerated  predecessor,  who,  though  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his 
age,  has  afforded  me  during  the  last  four  months  the  advantage  of  his  fifty- 
eight  years  experience  in  the  public  service,  and  so  made  me  feel  more  at 
ease  vmder  the  important  and  responsible  duties  I  had  to  dischai"ge  than 
otherwise  I  should  have  done.

+  Each  waggon  is  capable  of  carryilig  from  the  field,  or  from  field  hospitals 
to  hospitals  in  the  reai-,  ten  persons,  namely,  four  badly,  and  six  slightly 
wounded  men,  each  in  a  separate  compartment.  By  this  arrangement,  every 
individual  will  be  ensm-ed  against  inconvenience  or  injury  from  his  immediate 
neighboiu-s  which  would,  did  no  partitions  exist,  certainly  prove  most 
detrimental,  especially  to  wealdy  and  severely  woimded  men,  who  might  have 


X  These  are  intended  for  the  carriage  of  bedding,  stores,  dfec,  to  be  used  in 
field-hospitals ;  and  in  the  event  of  their  not  proving  sufficient  for  the  pm-pose, 
the  waggons  intended  for  the  transport  of  sick  and  wounded,  are  capable  of 
being  quickly  dismantled  internally,  and  made  available  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciency ;  they,  like  the  others,  are  placed  on  springs,  and  in  case  of  necessity, 
can  also  be  used  for  the  carriage  of  sick  and  wounded. 
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In  addition  to  the  before-mentioned  supply,  each  corps  is 
provided  with  a  regimental,  and  with  a  detachment,  medicine 
chest,  each  chest  amply  furnished  with  medicines  and  surgical 
materials,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  service,  also  with 
a  box  of  apparatus  for  fractures  and  dislocations. 

The  Surgeon  of  the  corps  has  a  full  set  of  capital  instru- 
ments ;  the  Senior  Assistant  a  portable  set ;  the  Surgeon  and 
the  three  Assistants  each  a  case  of  pocket  instruments,  and  a 
case  of  lancets:  there  is  likewise,  for  general  use,  a  set  of 
cupping  instruments  and  a  stomach  pump, 

to  be  transported  along  au  irregular  broken  or  sloping  road,  or  over  a 
countrj'  where  no  ronds  exist. 

The  slightly  wounded,  as  ^vill  be  seen  on  reference  to  plate  1,  are  accom- 
modated towards  the  front  of  the  carriage,  placed  back  to  back,  separated 
from  each  other  hy  wooden  partitions,  and  prevented  from  faUing  outwards  by 
eaoh  conipnrtnieut  being  pro%'ided  with  a  chain  covered  with  leather,  to  be 
passed  across  the  chest,  when  the  seat  is  occupied,  with  a  ^iew  as  well  to 
safety  as  support.  Tlie  badly  wounded,  extended  on  elastic  stretchers,  six 
feet  six  inches  long,  and  two  feet  wide,  are  placed  behind,  and,  as  already 
stated,  in  sepai'ate  compartments  (see  plate  2),  into  or  out  of  which  the' 
stretchers  glide  with  facility,  from  their  being  provided  vfith  rollers.  Each  of 
the  compai'bnents  is  fitted  with  a  ventilator  from  end  to  end,  which  can  be 
closed  or  opened  by  the  person  lying  on  the  stretcher, 

A  watei-proof  roof,  supported  on  wood-hoops,  covers  the  body  of  the  carriage, 
and  vmder  it  is  a  depository  for  firelocks,  knapsacks,  caps,  accoutrements,  &c. 
Tliere  is  also  under  the  seats  for  the  slightly  wounded  men,  a  large  capacious 
locker,  in  which  may  be  placed  water  sacks — for  barrels  soon  become  useless, 
especially  if  exposed  to  weather  and  sun— bedding,  and  other  aiticles,  which 
the  medical  oflScers  of  the  army  may  consider  as  Ulcely  to  be  useful ;  and  under 
the  hinder  part  of  the  waggon  is  a  convenient  box  in  which  medicines,  instru- 
ments, (fee,  can  be  carried  if  requii-ed. 

At  the  back  pait  of  each  vehicle,  there  ore  two  iron  brackets,  which  fold 
down  to  support  a  stretcher,  and  so  afford  the  means  of  forming  a  convenient 
table.  This  plan,  I  from  the  first  preferred,  to  one  which  was  strongly 
urged  on  me,  namely,  to  form  a  table  by  placing  a  stretcher  across  two 
panniers.
